The Commissioners Grant Bight of 


Way for an Electric Eoad Over 
the Wapakoneta Pike.—Will Be 
Completed by July, 1897. 


It now seems certain that before 


one year from neit July that the 
citizens or Lima and Wapakoneta and 
•he persons living on the 
Hue be- 


tween thes; two cities will see an 
ilectric line iu active operation, 
duch work lias already been put 
orth on the proposed line and cs- 
leclaily on the southern end, between 
Sidney and Troy. 
!>'<.,w the 
atten- 


tion o! the company baa been dl- 
-ected to this end of tlit route. 


The county commissioners have 
;ranted to the Lima aud Piqua Elec- 
trical Hallway company the right, of 
way between Wapakoneta and Lima, 
over the Wapakoneta pike. 


The petition which was presented 


and accepted la a lengthy and com- 
irehensive one. The company guar- 
antees to have the road in actual 
operation not later than July, 1897, 
or forfeit its right of way. The 
company is to construct and use 
ts own bridges unless granted per- 
mission by the county commissioners 
to use the county bridges.

right of way is to be kept "free from 
weeds and all other obnoilons mitter. 
last Iron pipes lor drainage shaR be

ands or by the public, shall be kept 
u good condition. It agrees to re-

uiotic, or might even be the volcanic 
dndc from Alaska or Japan, careful in- 
vestigation showed that u was due to 
none of these causes,. 


"On the contrary, microscopic exami- 


nation proved that rho black deposit 
COB turned about 4 per cent of the must 
delicate organic structures (such us dia- 
toms and spores) and anont 90 per ceur 
of the finest possible inoragnio matter, 
such as makes up tho ordinary tine silt 
and clay soils. All this flue material is 
easily caught up by the dry winds when- 
ever they exceed 20 miles per honr aud 
ia carried to great distances before it 
Beetles ou the ground. It is easily 
brought down in large quantities by 
mow or rain, but is only perceived by 


ordinary observer where there is a 


clean surface of snow for it to fall upon. 
Large portions of country from Nebraska 
southward to the gulf are covered by 
;uis fine soil, whose depth sometimes is 
100 feet. A gale of wind has been 
inown to carry away six inches of the 
surface soil from a freshly cultivated 
field aud spread it over tho laud 100 
miles away. Tho blackness is doe to the 
luenpss of the silt and not to any mag- 
netic irou."—2sow i-ork Sun.

Sul- 
phate of ammonia produced l&is scabby 
potatoes than uitrato of soda.

now tend to produce pcabby tubers would 
become less favorable to tho disease. 
The belief is oxpu't-sed that a rational 
system of rotation of crops, which would 
iuclnde / o beets or ether root crops and 
no cabbages (any or all of which may 
possibly contair or spread bcab gemiF), 
would nlho lujlp to alleviate the condition 
on such soils.

The hut water treat- 
ment is the ht-si in effect on ihc qnuliiy 
of tho seeds and crop, nnd it destroys 
tho smut, but undc*r ordinary f,iriu con- 
ditions it is iouiewbat difOculi to cany 
out, as tho wheat nan^t bo carefully 
dried, a rather difficult task in our cold 
spring weather. 


The blneiioniiig sprinkling method 


ie tho simplest and eheape.sc remedy, 
nnd id recommended in the bulletin ru- 
der consideiatioQ. Hero is tho formula: 
Dissolve a pound of blues tone (cupper 
sulphate) in 3 gallons of water. Spread 
oni 10 bnshelB of wheat on a tight floor 
in barn cr house or in a t ght wagon 
box and sprinkle ou tho tohiuon. With 
scoop shovel turn the grain several 
times during tho sprinkling till every 
kernel in thoroughly wetted. In case of 
badly infested seed wheat it should bo 
first thoroughly cleaned, using a airong 
blast to remove all grains of bnnc and 
tho 8 gallons of tho solution should bo 
applied to only 7 bushels of wheat in- 
stead of 10. In three hours the wheat 
will be ready for the sender, and us the 
blnostone somewhat injure* tho s»od, it 
should not be prepared long before it is 
sown. A good plan is to prepaid in tho 
evening the seed to be ni=ed rho next 
day. 


As tho seed is somewhat swullen n few 


quarts more j.er acre should bo sown 
than of dry wheat. The blucstoiio so- 
lution can bo made by the barrel, n->ing 
caie to pet the right propomonsof hlnu- 
Stone and water, and then it can bo 
measured ont cue ton quart pailful to 
seven or eight hnhhels of wheat. The 
wheat should ho turned four or five 
times within im hour after j-prjukhug.
